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Yoshiwo Horikawa (1902-1976) 

Dr. Yoshiwo Horikawa, Professor Emeritus of Hiroshima University and 
the editor of Hikobia, chiefly devoted in the cryptogamic botany, has passed 
away on March 18, 1976. He was actually a pioneer in the systematic 
bryology in Japan, especially in Hepaticae. After the destruction of his 
vast number of bryological collections at his University by the atomic bomb, 
his main interest was directed to the vegetation geography and the mapping 
of plant species in Japan. He was indeed an energetic and productive 
researcher enriched with the good sense of humour. 
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
